In London Demonstration 


LONDON, Oct, 
lice intercepted a rush on Parliament 
Square by an organized army of sev- 
eral thousand jobless men today and 
a bloody riot ensued. 

The disorder occurred in the poorer 
| Siege Lambeth section, just across the 
Thames “from the historic house of 
| parliament, where the national govern- 
ment had just reassembled 

The police were successful in turn- 
ing back the demonstrators, but not 
until six or seven hours of battling in 
hand-to-hand fashion had disturbed 
the peace of. ancient Lambeth. en 


came looting by rowdy youths, and 
when order was restored around Il 
Pp. m.. scores had been injured, at 
least 20 of them seriously. : 

The demonstration began late in the 
afternoon when several thousand un- 
employed began to march toward the 
parliament buildings from various 
thoroughfares on the south side of the 
Thames. 

Reserves were called immediately 
and all approaches to Parliament 
Square were carefully barred, al- 
though the demonstrators were permit- 
ted to mass in front of the new Lon-

Then came a rush for Westminster 
bridgehead, a prelude to a dash for 
the forbidden territory of Parliament 
Square. 

Police reinforcements used automo- 
biles to blockade the crowd. Missiles 
began to fly and in a very short while 
there were many bloody heads among 
the police as well as the demonstra- 


tors. 

The bobbies cleared the crooked. 
narrow streets one at a time around 
the council hall, only to find swarms 
of dour protestors advancing along 
some quiet and overlooked detour. 

Other ancient streets close by the 
towering ecclesiastical precincts saw 
crisp fighting. and nightfall found St. 
Thomas’ hospital, near by, a virtual 
clearing house for casualties, 

The police steadily gained the upper 
hand, however, but gangs of rowdy 
youths took advantage of the turmoil 
to commence looting. 

They chose dingy Marsh street to 
start. A tailor lost an entire window 
display. A candy store was wrecked. 
A radio shop proprietor fended off the 
crowd with a cudgel.

Receivership for the Atlanta Base- 
ball & Amusement Corporation will 


be asked sometime today or Thurs- 
day, it was announced Tuesday by 
John A. Sibley. attorney for the 
bondholders. This action is to be 
made pending foreclosure by the hold- 
ers of the first mortgage bonds. 


The first mortgage bonds, to the 
amount of $300.000. are guaranteed 
by the Coca-Cola Company. which 
had entered into the business in a 
|sincere effort to maintain baseball in 
Atlanta. 

Obligations of the club, which was 
under the management of R. J. Spill- 
ler until the 1932 season, are said to 
be in excess of half a million dol- 
lars, including the first mortgage 
bonds. 

The 14 Atlantans, who had entered 
into the corporation in what Attor- 
ney Sibley termed “mistaken 
otism,” 
$50,000 which they put into an ap- 
parently hopelessly involved proposi- 
tion in an effort to save baseball for 
Atlanta. The directors made a com- 
mendable effort only to find it impos- 
sible of success. 

The procedure will be for the re- 
ceivership to offer the assets of the 
corporation, which are the baseball 
‘properties on Ponce de Leon avenue, 
the baseball franchise and a few ball 
players of comparatively little value.

The information was supplied by 
a former official and part owner of 
the now defunct baseball organiza- 
tion. 

The representative of the bondhold- 
ers said that he expected a number of 
offers. R. J. Spiller, who is now 
finally and definitely out of the At- 
lanta baseball picture, has already 
started an effort to get back in.

A. & P. Increases October Lineage; 


|Space May Set 


a New Record

(Reprinted From Editor & Publisher) 

The Great Atlantic & Pacific Tea 
Company, celebrating its seventy-third 
birthday, is making this the occasion 
for a month of extra selling effort 
and special sales, aided by news- 
paper advertising on a scale which 
seems likely to break the firm’s all- 
time record for the amount of space 
used in any one month. 

The decision to expand the effort 
this year, which has been; approved 
unanimously by officials in charge of 
the six regional divisions through 
which A&P operates, is based on a 
belief that it is now possible to get 
additional business and build up sales 
volume. If the October drive proves 
this belief is justified, according to 
men at the A&P headquarters, the 
following months will see a continu- 
ation of the heavier advertising sched- 
ule and additional selling pressure. 


In that case, according to esti- 
mgtes made at the New York office. 
it is safe to figure that fhe A&P 
expenditures for ,advertising in the 
fiscal year ending March 1, 1933, will 
and probably ahead, of 
those for the last fiscal year, which 
reached $6,000,000 for newspaper ad- 
vertising alone, with an additional 
$1,000,000 for all other forms of ad- 
vertising. 

A ch@€ck this week shows that for 
the period since March 1, advertising 
expenditures had been held up within 
about $90,000 of those for the corre- 
sponding period last year, or at the 
rate of $146.000 behind for the full 
year. Even if this amount were not 
made up before next March it would 
mean that advertising had been main- 
tained at a rate only 2 to 3 pér cent 
behind that of last year. Advertising 
executives, however, believe that this 
small loss will be picked up during 
the coming winter. 

The A&P advertising, which ap- 
pears regularly in more than 1,200 
newspapers, is an outstanding ex- 


'ample of newspaper flexibility. While 


in a sense it conatitutes a national 
campaign, it is at the same time de- 
centralized. All advertising is placed 
locally by executives of 50 regional 
units, who have broad responsibilities 
and powers, within certain limits. 
Thus, it is explained, the extra push 
in October advertising is not likely 
toebe uniform throughout the country. 
In some instances local advertising 
managers might decide that condi- 
tions did not warrant much increase 
in previously planned schedules, and 
not until the end of the month 
will it be possible to tell exactly how 
much the aggregate expansion has 
amounted to. 

In some cities this will mean in- 
creasing the number of advertise- 
ments, in other cities increasing ‘the 
size of copy. To some extent, copy 
will be institutional, an instance be- 
ing a full page in color published in 
Chicago recently, with not a price in 
it, This, however, is exceptional. 
Mor. often the institutional copy is 
combined with price advértising, with 
at least three-fourths of the space 
veing devoted to straight yates 
matter, 

The slogan “We put the high hat 
on low price” is being used by many 
of the stores. Others emphasize the 
dates, “1859-1932” and “invite you to 
celebrate with us our 73 years of 
faithful food service.’ 

The maintenance of advertising at 


-last year’s level means a slight in- 


crease in the ratio of advertising ap- 
propriation to total sales. While re- 
ports for August showed a decline of 
only 3.4 per cent in tonnage of food 
sold, the decrease in price levels made 
the dollar volume 15.6 per cent less 
than in August, 1931, For the firgt 
eight months of 1932 sales were re- 
ported as $602,159,472 against $702,- 
1 > a for the first eight months of 

With annual sales of over a billion 
dollars in 1930 and 1931, the A&P 
advertising appropriation is still only 
a fraction of one percent of sales 
volume.

Unrestricted Freedom Is 
Given in Ruling. Made 
by Highest Tribunal. 


WASHINGTON, ~ Oct. 18.—(4)— 
The states were given  uprestricted 
freedom by a supreme court ruling to- 
day to map out their congressional! dis- 
tricts as they see fit. . 

The highest tribunal upheld the re- 
cent. redistricting of Mississippi and 
declared that regulations imposed in 
the federal reapportionment act of 
1911 were no longer in force. 

The law in question had stipulated 
that the districts must be compact 
and contiguous and contain, as. nearly 
as practicable, equal numbers of in- 
habitants. The validity of Missis- 
sippi’s redistricting had heen ques- 
tioned in the light of this 20-year old 
statute. 

Today's decision is expected to prove 
controlling in redistricting _ contro- 
versies that haye arisen In Kentucky 
and Tennessee. In the former state, 
a three-judge federal court held a new 
redistricting law to be a violation of 
the federal act of 1911. 

The supreme court has given Judge 


George C. Taylor, of the eastern Ten- | 
nessee district court, 10 days to show | 


why he should not call a three-judge 
court to consider the validity of that 
state’s new redistricting law. It has 
been attacked by Charles Clay James, 
a citizen of the state. 

The dicision was expected to have 
no effect upon Virginia. The state 
supreme court there recently declared 
the new redistricfing law a violation 
of the statute of 1911 and of the state 
constitution as well. No appeal to the 
federal supreme bench has been in 
contemplation. 

Under the reapportionment act of 
1929 the representattion of Missis- 
sippi in the house was reduced by con- 
gress from eight to seven members. 
In 1932 the Mississippi legislature re- 
districted the state by combining the 
old seventh and eight districts into a 
new seventh, leaving the other dis- 
tricts unchanged. 

PRIMARIES ARE VALIDATED 
AS HELD BY DISTRICTS 

JACKSON, Miss., Oct. 18.—(4)— 
Mississippi democratic congressional! 
primaries, held by districts last Au- 
gust in defiance of a federal court in- 
junction against certification of dis- 
trict nominees, were validated today 
when the United States supreme court 
reversed the lower court ruling and 
held the state’s new congressional re- 
districting set constitutions). 

The decision was hailed by the 
seyen district primary winners as a 
victory for their cause, On the other 
hand it frustrated the state-wide cam- 
paign of seven other prominent demo- 
crats who were seeking election 
state-at-large candidates on the con- 
tention that the redistricting act was 
invalid and the primaries held under 
its provisions illegal. This latter 
group included Congressman J. Will 
Collier, chairman of the house ways 
and means committee, and former 
Governor Theo G. Bilbo, seeking a ‘po- 
litical comeback as an “at large’ can- 
didate for congress. 

State officials said the “at large” 
eandidate had no choice except to 
withdraw or run as independents | in 


their home districts.

Jump of More Than Half 
Million in Registration — 
Recorded.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 18.—(?) 
A gain of more than a half million 
in democratic registration in Califor- 
nia for the November election, reduc- 
ing to less than 400,000 the republican 
lead of nearly a million in 1928, was 
revealed today by an Associated Press 
tabulation of complete, semi-official 


registration figures from all but one 
county in the state. 

Reports from the 57 counties placed 
the republican registration in Presi- 
dent Hoover’s home state at 1,539,560, 
a gain of 3,809 over 1928, and the 
democratic voting strength at 1.147.- 
414, an increase of 555.253 over 1928. 
The estate total of 2,847,655 in the 
57 counties set a new record. 

The three largest counties, Los An- 
geles, Alameda and San Francisco, in 
the order named, have 950,393 repub- 
licans and 720,689 democrats on the 
poll books. In 1928 the republican 
strength in these counties was 947,- 
371 and the democratic 339,704. 
Alameda and San Francisco counties 
registered fewer republicans than four 
years ago. 

President Hoover's home county, 
Santa Clara, remains republican by 
more than 20,000 but there was an 
increase of 9.906 in the democratic 
registration compared with 1928 end 
- gain of only 1,754 in the repub- 
ican.

the. state’s first tax commission ap- | 
pointed by Governor Hugh M. Dor-| 
sey in 1918, has for years advocated | 
abolition of the general property tax | 
for state purposes. He said, in in-| 
dorsing the amendment, that “it is a’ 
step in that direction. Ultimately, | 
under a classification tax, the state 


will be able to abolish the general) | 


property tax for state purposes, thus | 
relieving real estate of that burden.” | 

Both speakers declared that every | 
expert on taxation in the country fa- 
vors the principal of the intangible ' 
tax. Dr: McPherson said that it 
promotes immorality, because a high 
rate on intangibles proctically forces 
property owners to evade the law, or

“Fair to Richer Counties.” 
Professor Bryan said the law may. 
not be fair from the standpoint of 
the richer, city counties because the 
greater legislative power of the rural 
counties may be used to distribute. 
among themselves a greater portion 
of the revenues the state obtains than | 
they may be entitled to. He pointed 
out, however, that the revenues to be. 
obtained by taxation of intangibles at 
lower- rate, while larger in states | 
where it exists than under a higher | 
rate, has not been as large as. en- | 
thusiasts had expected. Dr. MePher- | 
son said that it ultimately will he 
higher than is collected under the 
present law.

Document Reveals Sherman’s Offer 
To ‘Finish Job’ of Georgia March 


} 


AUGUSTA, Ga., Oct. 18—(?)— 
General W. T. Sherman, who had a 
very emphatic definition of what war 
is like, facetiously offered to “finish 
up the job” of his destructive march 
through Georgia several years after 
the War Between the States, a docu- 
meot made public here says. 

he general, whose march brought 
one of the heaviest property losses of 
the war, was asked by Pleasant A. 
Stovall why he twice passed up Au- 
gusta in his invasion of Georgia. Mr. 
Stovall, then editor of the Augusta 
Chronical, is now editor of the Savan- 
nah Evening Press, The letter was 
made public by a historian here. 

“If the people of Augusta think I 
slighted them in the winter of 1864,” 
Sherman wrote, “they are mistaken: 
or if they think I made a mistake in 
strategy let them say so and with the 
president’s consent, I think I can send 
a detachment of 100,000 or so of 
‘Sherman’s banners,’ and their de- 
scendants, who will finish up the job 
without charging Uncle Sam a cent. 

“The March to the sea, from At- 
lanta, was resolved on after Hood 
(Confederate general) had gotten well 
on his way to Nashville. I then de- 
tached to General Thomas a _ force 
sufficient to whip Hood, which he 
did in December, 1864, very hand- 
somely and conclusively. 


“Still I had left a very respectable 


army and resolved to join Grant at 
Richmond, 

“Our enemy had garrisons at Ma- 
con and Augusta. I figured on both 
and passed ‘between to Savannah 
(Sherman tendered Savann." to Presi-; 
dent Lincoln as a Christmas present.) 
Then starting northward the same 
problem presented itself as to Augusta 
and Charleston. I figured on both and 
passed between: I did not want to 
drive out their garrisons to accumu- 
late ahead of me at Sumter, Caborta, 
Perdu, Cape Fear, etc. 

“The moment I pa:sed Columbus 
(Columbia. S. C.) four factories, 
powder mills, and the old stuff ac- 
cumulated at Augusta were lost to the 
only two Confederate armies left, i e., 
Lee's and Hood's, so, if you havea 
military mind, you will see that | 
made better use of Augusta than if I 
had captured it with all of its stores, 
for which I had no use. I used Av- 
gusta twice as a buffer, iis garrison 
was just where it helped me.” 

He added: 

“Of course, the Civil War should 
have ended with V' © sburg and “cttys- 
burg.

THE WORST TRAGEDY. 

An attitude conflicting with the 
oft-repeated statement of the war- 
like intentions of Japan is ex- 
pressed in an editorial in the Japa- 
nese American, a newspapér pub- 
lished in New York by Japanese 
for the large Japanese population 
of that city. 

The Japanese American does not 
take any stock in the doleful pre- 
dictions of the jingos of both’ na- 
tions that conflicting interests in 
the far east are certain to eventuate 
in a devastating war between Nip- 
pon and this country. 

On the contrary, Editor Kuraoka, 
in pointing out the dangers into 
which both the United States and 
Japan are courting in “‘listening to 
those in both countries who are 
convinced that war must come be- 
tween the two countries,” takes the 
position that “any war is a trag- 
édy, but a war between the United 
States and Japan would be the 
worst of all tragedies.” 

Holding that the expansions of 
the two countries ‘‘are not in each 
other’s way, strategically or com- 
mercially,” this Japanese editor 
warns that such a war ‘‘would ruin 
the far eastern trade of both and 
might develop into a world war of 
greater proportions than the last 
one.”

Gilt-Edged 
At 10 Per Cent. 


In a pew effort to raise badly 
needed foreign currency the soviet 
government is promoting the sale of 
an issue of bonds, payable as to prin- 
cipal and interest in foreign currency, 
bearing an annual interest rate of 10 
per cent and redeemable at any time 
at par on demand. These bonds may 
be purchased for dollars, pounds, 
marks or other foreign currencies. 
Some foreign engineers and specialists 
working in Russia have subscribed 
for these bonds, and scattered orders 
are reported from America and Eng- 
land. One American, half humorous- 
ly, half seriously, explained his pur- 
chase of a modest amount of the 
bonds on the ground that “he was 
hedging on the capitalist system.” 

It is not yet clear whether this 
psychology is sufficiently widespread 
to create a broad demand, although an 
enthusiastic Dutch tourist in Moscow 
expressed the opinion, which might 
not commend itself to conservative 
banking circles, that “soviet bonds at 
10 per cent interest are just the kind 
of safe investment for which people 
are looking in these uncertain times.” 

The high rate of interest which, 
combined with the feature of redeem- 
ability at par on demand, might seem 
to the cautious investor almost too 
good to be true, is justified in Moscow 
on the ground that the present charges 
for discounting soviet bills of ex- 
change abroad are so high that it is 
advantageous fer the soviet govern- 
ment to borrow at 10 per cent.

Roosevelt Seen as Advocate 
Of Allotment Plan.for Farms 


MITCHELL, 8S. D.,-« Oct. 18.—() 
|W. R. Ronald, a director of the Na- 
tional Progressive League, said in a 
statement today that the recent farm 
relief speech at Topeka of Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, democratic presidential 
nominee, referred to a specific pro- 
gram which would be carried out 
through adoption of the voluntary do- 
mestiec allotment plan. ; 

This plan, said Ronald, who is edi- 
tor of the Mitchell Evening Repub- 
lican, would bring annual distribution 
of $550,000.000 in tariff benefits to 


producers of wheat, cotton and hogs 
alone. 

This program, he added, would “at 
once assure the wheat farmer tariff 
benefits of $250 annually for each 
thousand bushels of past average pro- 
duction; the cotton farmer $100 year- 
ly for each 10 bales, and the hog 
producer $180 for each 10,000 pounds 
marketed for’slaughter. And it would 
be done in such a way as to provide 
definite control of production and in- 
crease farmer income by strengthen- 
ing open market prices.” 

Ronald quoted from Business Week 
Magazine as follows concérning Roose- 
velt’s Topeka speech: 

“It is understood that the Roose- 
velt speech was drafted in close con- 
sultation with important eastern in- 
dustrial and business interests which 
have come to realize the erucial im- 
portance of a_ restoration of agri- 
cultural purchasing power for busi- 
ness recovery. So far from being in- 
definite, the six specifications of a 
plan of farm relief laid down in the 
Roosevelt speech were a precise anid 
explicit description of the domestic al- 
lotment plan.” 

Support for this plan, Ronald as- 
serted, was bi-partisan, as evidenced 
by its introduction into congress by 
two republicans, Senator Peter Nor- 
beck, of Scuth Dakota, and Represent- 
ative Clifford Hope, of Kansas. That 
action followed a declaration in the 
republican national platform favoring 
legislation to balance agricultural 
production against demand, which, he 
said, was adopted by the resolutions 
committee at the instance of adyo- 
cates of the voluntary domestic a)- 
lotment plan. 

Taking up Governor 
plans, Ronald said: 

“First of Governor Roosevelt's spec- 
ifications for immediate farm relief 
is that the tariff on farm products he 


Roosevelt's 


made effective. This refers only to 
those farmstuffs of which there is 
an exportable surplus, and which, be- 
cause of such surpluses, have sold in 
the United States at world prices, 
without the tariff. These are wheat, 
cotton, hogs, tobacco and _ rice. 

“Our allotment plan would make the 
tariff effective on these products by 
collecting it as an excise tax on all 
of the products processed for domestic 
human consumption. This tax would 
be paid by the processor—the miller, 
packer, cotton mill, manufacturer— 
into the federal treasury through the 
internal revenue department. 


“This would amount to 42 cents per 
bushel on wheat, 5 cents per pound 
on cotton, 2 cents per pound on hogs, 
» cents per pound on tobacco and a 
half cent per pound on rice, in each 
case the amount of the tariff. 

“Second of the Roosevelt specifica- 
tions is control of surpluses. This is 
accomplished in the allotment plan by 
requiring from each farmer who vol- 
untarily participates in the tariff hen- 
efit, to adhere to any horizontal limi- 
tation imposed by the federal admin- 
istrative @gency in terms of acres 
sown or number of pounds of hogs 
marketed, 

“Thus the plan meets a third Roose- 
velt specification, that it must be vol- 
untary, and complies with a fourth 
requirement in that it provides 
through these agreements for co-opera- 
tive action in limiting production. 

“Another Roosevelt specification, 
that any legislation must not conflict 
with anti-dumping laws, is completely 
met by this allotment plan, in that 
it includes no marketing operations 
whatsoever. 

“Since the farnier’s allotment is 
based on past production, he would re- 
ceive the amount of it at the end of 
the year whether his crop failed or 
not, thus making it crop insurance. 
And since the revenue for the tariff 
benefit allotments would be derived 
from the excise taxes levied on the 
processors, the plan would be self- 
financed, thus meeting another Roose- 
velt specification, 

“The federal administration would 
handle none of fhe detail, and since 
the states would be the units of ¢o- 
operation, it would make impossible 
the development of a federal bureau- 
eracy, meeting another Roosevelt re- 
quirement, that the plan be economic- 
ally sound,”

In 48 cases the typhoid car- 
rier state was cured by removal of 
the gall bladuer. As we have remark- 
ed before, even a healthy gall bladder 
is of no great use and an infected, in- 
flamed or damaged one is a handicap. 

In health the bile itself is usually 


sterile (germ free) and in fact it in-| 


hibits or retards the growth or mul- 
tiplication of germs. Infection of the 
gall bladder, which is the chief factor 
in the causation of gall bladder in- 
flammation (cholecystitis) and gall- 
stones (choletithiasis), does not oc- 
eur through the medium of the bile, 
but rather through the blood streain. 
The tissues of the wall of the gall 
bladder may be found infected with 
germs when the mucous membrane lin- 
ing and the bile are still germ free. 

Whence come the germs responsiblé 
for so much chronie gall bladder 
trouble and gallstone disease? 

Typhoid fever accounta for only a 
few cases, Influenza and pneymonia 
probably account for more cases. 

The type of germ fonnd in most 
cases—a streptococcus—is the type 
that predominates in most cases of 
pyorrhea, infected dead or pulpless 
teeth, chronic tonsillitis and in gastric 
and colonic ulcer. A _ still more ob- 
vious source of infection but one too 
commonly concealed or neglected, part- 
ly because the patent is affected with 
false modesty and partly because the 
physician is incompetent, is chronic 
hemorrhoids (piles) or fissure or fis- 
tula. 

But, alas, it is not enough that 
the gall bladder should become in- 
fected from such sources. If the slow. 
insidious trouble is allowed to develop 
unchecked. while the patient fusses 
with remedies or diets for “gas” or 
“indigestion,” presently the versatile 
and adaptive streptococeus will have 
established a thriving colony in the 
‘gall bladder, und if all goes well in 
the bacterial world intrepid bands ot 
lusty young streptococci will be push- 
ing out to explore the blood stream 
for new worlds to conquer. Thus the 
gall bladder becomes in turn a -septic 
depot. In medical practice we see 
clinical evidence of this relation of an 
infected gall bladder to chropic, ob- 
stinate so-called rheumatic troubles in 
joints and fascia or muscles, and 
chronic myocardial degeneration; 
sometimes the improvement in these 
conditions following removal of or 
drainage of the infected gall bladder 
is striking. [ hope | paint a true pic- 
ture.

In 1929 R. J. Spiller and Clark 
Griffith, owner of the Washington 
club, came to terms and Griffish sign- 
ed, through his agent, Joe Engel, an 
option to take over the club, property 
and franchise at a price of $600,000. 

Grifith, when he came personally 
with his attorney and investigated the 
club, refused to exercise his option, 
It was in 1930 that 11 Atlanta busi- 
nessmen, later augmented by four 
others, put money into the club in an 
effort to keep things going. Their 
efforts continued through the 1932 
season when poor attendance and the 
large interests due on past obligations 
made it impossible for them to meet 
the interest due in July.

on a small set as the worst outcome 
and the realization of his contract as 
affording the break was a question 
which East had to determine. His 
decision to bid four spades was pos- 
sibly close, but once having taken the 
plunge and done so, the Redouble was 
simply the natural effort.to make the 
break which would give-his team a 
commanding lead. South’s Double of 
East’s game contract was based upon 
the somewhat weak foundation that 
he did not like the bidding and a 
realization of the fact that he had 
forced his vulnerable opponents into 
a game contract when otherwise the 
bidding might well have stopped at 
three. ta 

His play helped East to. fulfill his 
contract. Having a questionable Open- 
ing in the heart suit, he decided to 
lay down the Ace of clubs to “get a 
look at the board,” and if there was 
any doubt of East making his con- 
| tract, this lead effectually solved it. 
| East was enabled to ruff his remain- 
ing losing club, then draw the trumps, 
and at the end concede 2 heart tricks 
to his opponents. 

By playing the hand at the redou- 
bled contract, East made a net gain 
of 560 points, and in the following 
hands was in a position to take things 
as they came without straining for 
unnatural results.

SOUTH’S STEEL INDUSTRY 
SHOWS BETTER GAINS 

NEW YORK, Oct. 18,—(4)—The 
steel industry of the sduth, which has 
had a rapid growth in recent years, 
was shown in Wall Street advices to- 
day to have a relatively better autumn 
pickup than the rest of the industry. 

Beginning around mid-August and 
continuing on through the first week 
of October, there was a pronounced 
step-up in steel operations in the 
Birmingham district, and in Tennes- 
seeg where United States Steel has its 
principal southern properties. 

The improvement in the southern 
steel business was ascribed to the late 
summer bulge in the price of cotton, 
and to the fact that the southern bus- 
iness is somewhat more dependent 
upon agricultural conditions than 
that of Pittsburgh, Chicago: and 
Youngstown. 

United States Steel, with its prop- 
erties in Tennessee and Alabama, con- 
tinues to rank as the south’s largest 
producer of steel.

made express shipments of drugs to 
agents or addicts in other cities. 

The trial proceeded Tues'‘ay after 
Judge Underwood overruled a mo- 
tion to suppress evidence seized Sat. 
urday in a raid by federal agents on 
a.private sanatorium on East Lake 
road, operated, the government al- 
leges, as a “blind” for wholesale dis- 
tribution of narcotics to addicts,

One of the most interesting points 
in the testimony of the goverument 
narcotic chief Tuesday came when he 
testified that between December 4. 
1931, and August 27, of this year, 
an Alabama man had received through 
the medium of Dr. Starnes’ “sanato- 
rium” more than 2,000 grains of mor- 
phine. The testimony was g:ven from 
records alleged by the witness to have 
been kept by the government investi- 
gators. These were checked against 
records of the Starnes’ sanatorium, 
Williams testified, and it was found 
that the institution kept no record of 
dates of admission or dismissal of 
“patients.” 

The prosecution, under direction 
of District Attorney Clint W. Hager. 
told the jury the government expects 
to prove that Starnes not only trat- 
ficked in drugs in Atlanta, “but that 
he operated a mail-order  busiuess, 
sending the contraband to Chatta- 
nooga, Nashville, Talladega, Ala., and 
Waycross. 

Hager related that Starnes first was 
arrested last July 30 when narcotn 
agents went to the East Lake road 
sanatorium and seized a quantity of 
morphine and hospital recerds. On 
questioning by defense counsel, Hager 
readily admitted that the July 30 
raid was made on an illegal warrant.
